If he wishes to be admitted as a candidate for more 
than one post, he need send in only one application. He 
will he required to pay the fees mentioned in the Ruler, 
onee only and will not he required to pay soptuali* Lees 
for each post for which he applies. 

5. No allegation that an application form or a letter in 
respect of such a form has been lost or delayed in the post 
will be considered, unless the person making such an 
allegation produces a post office registration receipt, Candi- 
dates who send their applications or requests for forms at 
a late date will do so at their own risk. 

6. All communications in respect of an application 
should be addressed to the Secretary, Union Public Service 
Commission, Dholpur House, D.H.Q., P.O. New Delhi-11, 
and should contain the following particulars: — 

(i) Name of examination. 

(ii) Month and year of examination. 

(iii) Roll Number. 

(iv) Name of the candidate, 

(v) Address as given in the application. 

Communications not giving these particulars may not 
be attended to. In all correspondence with the Union 
Public Service Commission concerning this examination, 
candidates should invariably superscribe their envelopes 
and correspondence with the words "Engineering Ser- 
vices Examination (Electronics) 1961”. 

7. A candidate must be cither — 

(i) a citizen of India; or 

(ii) a subject of Sikkim; or 

(iii) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or former 
French possession in India; or 

(iv) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently 
settling in India. 

Note 1— The appointment of candidates in categories 
(iii) and (iv) above will be subject to the issue of certifi- 
cates of eligibility in their favour by the Government of 
India. The certificate of eligibility in respect of candidates 
belonging to category (iv) will be valid only for a period 
of one year from the date of his appointment beyond 
which he would be retained in service only if he has 
become a citizen of India. Certificates of eligibility will 
not, however, be necessary in the case of candidates be- 
longing to any one of the following categories: — 

(a) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been 
residing in India since then. 

(b) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
after the 18th July 1948 and have got themselves 
registered as citizens of India under Article 6 of 
the Constitution. 

(c) Non-citizens of categories (iii) and (iv) above who 
entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, 
viz., 26th January 1950, and who have continued in 
such service since then. Any such person who re- 
enter such service with break after the 26th 
January 1950, will, however, require certificate of 
eligibility in the usual way. 

Note 2— A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligi- 
bility is necessary may be admitted to the examination 
and he may also be provisionally appointed subject to the 
necessary certificate being eventually issued in his favour 
by Government. 

8. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case 
in which such marriage is void by reason of its taking 
olace during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the Services, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive exami- 
nation unless the Government of India after being satis- 
fied that there are special grounds for doing so exempt 
any male candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage Is void by 
reasons of the husband having a wife living at the time 
of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the Services appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government of India after being satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any 
lemale candidate from the operation of this rule. 

9. A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age 
of 25 years on the 1st August 1961. PROVIDED that the 
upper age limit of 25 years will be relaxed up to 30 years 
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in the case of Government servants applying for vacan- 
cies in their respective departments, who are either 
permanent or have been continuously in temporary ser- 
vice in the department for at least 3 years or who were 
within the above specified age limits on the date of their 
employment in the department, such relaxation being 
limited to three examinations only. 

Note — The upper age limits prescribed above will be 
relaxable : — 

(i) Upto a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe. 

(ii) Upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bonafide displaced person from Pakistan. 

This concession will not however, be admissible to 
a candidate who has already appeared at five pre- 
vious examinations or in the case of departmental 
employees at eight previous examinations, 

(iii) Upto a miximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bonafide displaced person from 
Pakistan. 

This concession will not however, be admissible 
to a candidate who has already appeared at ten 
previous examinations or in the case of depart- 
mental employees at thirteen previous examina- 
tions. 

(iv) Upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the former French Settlements which 
have now become part of India and has been re- 
ceiving his education through the medium of 
French. 

(v) Upto a maximum of four years if a candidate 
belongs to the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

DEPARTMENTAL CANDIDATES MUST OBTAIN 
PREVIOUS PERMISSION OF THE HEAD OF THE 
DEPARTMENT TO APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. 

As this is a combined examination a candidate who 
takes the examination once whether for vacancies in one 
or more departments will be considered to have taken 
one examination for vacancies in all departments men- 
tioned in para. 1. 

N.B.-— Candidates who are admitted to the examination 
under the age concession mentioned in para. 9 above will 
not be eligible for appointment if after submitting the 
application they resign from service either before or 
after taking the examination. They will, however, conti- 
nue to be eligible if they are retrenched from the service 
or post after submitting the applications. 

10. A candidate must have — 

(a) obtained a degree in Engineering from a uni- 
versity incorporated by an Act of the Central 
or of a State Legislature in India; or 

(b) passed Sections A and B of the Associate 
Membership Examination of the Institution of 
Engineers (India) or have any other educational 
qualifications recognised by that institution as 
exempting from passing these Sections; or 

(c) obtained an Engineering Degree of one of the 
universities mentioned in Appendix I under the 
conditions prescribed in that Appendix; or 

(d) passed the Honours Diploma Examination in Civil 
Mechanical or Electrical Engineering of the 
Loughborough College, Leicestershire, provided 
the candidate has passed the common preliminary 
examination or has been exempted therefrom; or 

(e) obtained the B.E. (Tele-communications) degree 
awarded by an Indian University; or 

(f) passed the Graduate Membership Examination of 

the Institution of Telecommunication Engineers 
(India); or 

(g) Master’s or equivalent Honours Degree with 
Wireless Communication, Electronics. Radio 
Physics, Radio Engineering or allied subjects. 

Note 1 — In exceptional cases the Commission may treat 
as qualified candidate, a candidate who though he has 
not all or any of the qualifications prescribed in this rule, 
has passed examinations conducted by other Institutions 
of a standard which in the opinion of the Commission 
justifies his admission to the examination. 


Note 2 — Candidates who have appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render them eligible to 
appear at this examination, but have not been informed 
of the result, may apply for admission to the examination. 
Candidates who intend to appear at such a qualifying 
examination may also apply provided that the qualifying 
examination is completed before the commencement of 
this examination. Their applications will be accepted 
provisionally and they will be required to furnish proof 
of having passed the examination as soon as possible 
and in any case not later than two months from the 
commencement of the examination. 

11. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the 
Commission. 

The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

12. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements which 
are incorrect or false or suppressing material information 
or of using or attempting to use unfair means in the 
examination hall or otherwise resorting to any other 
irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to a criminal prosecution, be debarred either per- 
manently or for a specified period — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held by 
the Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

13. No recommendation except those required in the 
application form shall be taken into consideration. Any 
attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support for 
his candidature by other means may disqualify him for 
admission. 

14. Examination under these rules shall be conducted 
by the Commission in the manner prescribed in the regu- 
lations which form Appendix II to these Rules. 

15. Candidates must pay such examination fees. as are 
prescribed in Appendix III. No claim for a refund of any 
of these fees will be entertained, nor can they be held 
in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

16. (a) After every examination, the Commission shall 
make a list of the candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates upto the 
number of unreserved vacancies as are found by the 
Commission to be qualified by the examination and are 
considered by Government or the appointing authority, 
as the case may be, to be suitable in all other respects, 
shall be appointed. 

(b) Appointments to vacancies to be filled by members 
of a particular community or communities shall be made 
by Government or the appointing authority as the case 
may be, in the order of merit of the candidates belonging 
to the particular community or communities, provided 
they have qualified in the examination and are in all 
respects suitable for employment in the service. 

(c) Success in the examination confers no right to an 
appointment unless Government are satisfied, after such 
an enquiry as may be considered necessary that the 
candidate is suitable in all respects for appointment to 
the public service. 

Note — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to Inter- 
fere with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
sendee. A candidate who (after such physical examination 
as Government or the appointing authority, as the case 
may be, may prescribe) is found not to' satisfy those 
requirements will not be appointed. Only candidates who 
are likely to be considered for appointment will be phy- 
sically examined. 

In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of the medical test to which candidates will 
be subjected before appointment to Gazetted posts and 
of the standards required are given in Appendix V. 
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18. Probationers will be required to pass a test in Hindi 
before confirmation.

10. Deductions up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks 
for the written subjects will be made for illegible hand- 
writing. 

11. Credit will be given for good English — Orderly, 
effective and exact expression and due economy of words 
in all subjects of the examination.

The standard of papers in English Essay, General 
English, General Knowledge and Current Affairs and 
History of Science will be such as may be expected of an 
Engineering /Science graduate. There will be no practice 1 
examination in any of the subjects.

APPENDIX V 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL EXAMI- 
NATION OF CANDIDATES 

(These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the 
probability of their coming up to the required physical 
standard. But it must be clearly understood that the Gov- 
ernment of India reserve to themselves an absolute d.scre- 
tion to reject as unfit any candidate whom they may con- 
sider, on the report of the Medical Board, to be physically 
disqualified and that their discretion is in no respect limit- 
ed by these regulations. These regulations are intended 
merely for the guidance of Medical Examiner and are not 
meant to restrict their discretion in any way). 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient per- 
formance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. (a) 1 In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo- 
Indian) race, it is left to Medical Board to use whatever 
correlation figures are considered most suitable as a guide 
in the examination of the candidates. If there be any 
disproportion with regard to height, weight and chest 
girth, the candidate should be hospitalised for investiga- 
tion and X-Ray of the chest taken before the candidate 
is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

(b) However, for certain, services the minimum standards 
for height and chest girth without which candidates can- 
not be accepted, are as follows: — 

Height Chest girth Expansion 
(fully expanded), 

Class I and Class II posts in 
the Engineering Branch of the 
Overseas Communication Ser- 
vice. 

5 ft. 33 inches 2 inches. 

The maximum height prescribed is relaxable in case of 
candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas, Garhwalis, 
Assamese Tribals, etc., whose average height is distinctly 
lower. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows: — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard: the chin will 
be depressed to bring the vertex of the head level 
under the horizontal bar and the height will be 
recorded in inches and parts of an inch to 
quarters. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows: — 

He will be made to stand erect with h : s feet toge- 
ther, and to raise his arms over his head. The tape 
will be so adjusted round the chest that its upper 
edge touches the inferior angles of the shoulder 
blades behind and lies in the same horizontal plane 
when the tape is taken round the chest. The arms 
will then be lowered to hang loosely by the side, 
and care will be taken that the shoulders are not 
thrown upwards or backwards so as to displace 
the tape. The candidate will then be directed to 
take a deep inspiration several times and the 
maximum expansion of the chest will be careful- 
ly noted, and the minimum and maximum will 
then be recorded in inches, 33—35, 34 — 36 l, etc. 
In recording the measurements, fractions of less 
than i inch should not be noted. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in pounds; fractions of a pound should not tc 

noted. 


6, The candidate’s eyesight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 

recorded : — 

(i) General— The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection ot 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he sutlers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye-lids or cont’guoUs struc- 
tures of such a sort as to render or are likely at 
a future date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity— The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will 
be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but the naked eye vision of the candidates shall, however 
be recorded by the Medical Board or other medical 
authority in every case, as it will furnish the basic in- 
formation in regard to the condition of the eye. 

No candidate will be accepted for appointment to the 
post of Junior Scientific Officer in the Ministry of De- 
fence whose Visual Acuity falls below the following 
standards : —

Note I— Snellen’s test types will be used for the test for 
distant vision, without glasses at a distance of 20 feet, and 
for the test for near vision without glasses at any distance 
selected by a candidate. 

Note II — No candidate will be accepted for appointment 
if his vision does not come up to the requirements speci- 
fied above without the use of contact glasses. (A contact 
glass or lens is defined as a glass-shell, the concavity ot 
which is in contact with the globe of the eye, a layer of 
liquid being interposed between the lens and the cornea. 
The meaning of the word ‘glasses’ wherever used above 
is to he interpreted as not covering contact glasses). 

The standards for distant and near vision with or with- 
out glasses for posts other than the Junior Scientific Officer 
in the Ministry of Defence shall be as follows: —

For the services concerned with the safety of the Public, 
e.g., pilots, drivers, guards, etc., the higher grade of colour 
vision is essential but for other the lower grade of colour 
vision should be considered sufficient. The same standards 
of colour vision should be applicable in respect of all 
Engineering personnel in whose case colour perception is 
considered essential irrespective of the fact whether their 
duties involve field work or not. 

(ii:) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition 
with ease and without hesitation of signal red signal green 
and white colours, The use of Ishihara’s plates, shown in 
good light and a suitable lantern like Edrige Green’s shall 
be considered quite dependable for testing colour vision. 
While either of the two tests may ordinarily be consider- 
ed sufficient, in respect of the services concerned with 
road, rail and air traffic, it is essential to carry out the 
lantern test. In doubtful cases where a candidate faTs to 
qualify when tested by only one of the two tests, both the 
tests should be employed. 

Note (5) — Field of vision— The field of vision shall be 
tested in respect of all services by the confrontation 
method. Where such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful 
results the field of vision should be determined on the 
perimeter. 

Note (6) — Night Blindness— N'ght blindness need not be 
tested as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation 
is prescribed. The Medical Board should be given the dis- 
cretion to improvise such rough tests, e.g., recording o! 
visual acuity with reduced illumination or by making the 
candidate recognise various objects in a darkened room 
after he/she has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candi- 
dates’ own statements should not always be relied upon, 
but they should be given due consideration. 

Note (7)— Ocular conditions other than visual acuity— 
fa) Any organic disease or a progressive refractive error 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity 
should be considered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma— Trachoma, unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification. 

(c) Squint — For services mentioned at 1 and 2 above 
where the presence of binocular vision is essential, sqirnt. 
even if the visual acuity is of the prescribed standard 
should be considered as a disqualification. For other ser- 
vices the presence of squint should not be considered as 
a disqualification if the visual acuity is of the prescribed 
standard 

(d) One-eyed persons — The employment of one eyed 
individuals is not recommended. 

7. Blood Pressure. 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pres- 
sure. A rough method of calculating normal maximum 
systolic pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the aver- 
age is' about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general 
rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satis- 
factory. 


N.B.—As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness 
or otncrw'se. The hospitalization report should indicate 
whether the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature 
due to excitement etc. or whether it is due to any organic 
disease. In all such cases X-Ray and electrocardiographic 
examinations of heart and blood urea clearance test should 
also be done as a routine. The final decision as to the fit- 
ness or otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with 
the Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken 
within fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Pro- 
vided the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed, he 
may be either lying or sitting. The arm is supported 
comfortably at the patient’s side in a more or less hori- 
zontal position. The arm should be freed from clothes to 
the shoulder. The cuff completely deflated, should be ap- 
plied with the middle of the rubber over the inner side 
of the arm, and its lower edge an inch or two above the 
bend of the elbow. The following turns of cloth bandage 
should spread evenly over the bag to avoid bulging dur- 
ing inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethescope is then applied lightly 
and centrally over it below, but not in contact with the 
cuff. The cuff is inflated to about 200 m.m, Hg. and then 
slowly deflated. The level at which the column stands when 
soft successive sounds are heard represents the Systol e 
Pressure. When more air is allowed to escape the sounds 
will be heard to increase in intensity. The level at which 
the well-heard clear sounds change to soft muffled fading 
sounds represents the diastolic pressure, The measure- 
ments should be taken in a fairly brief period of time as 
prolonged pressure of the cuff is irritating to the patient 
and will vitiate the readings. Rechecking, if necessary, 
should be done only a few minutes after complete defla- 
tion of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff is deflated sounds 
are heard at a certain level; they may disappear as pres- 
sure falls and reappear at a still lower level. This ‘Silent 
Gap’ may cause error in reading). 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a 
Medical Board, finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine 
by the usual chemical tests, the Board will proceed with 
the examination with all its other aspects and will also 
specially note any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. 
If. except for the glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate 
conforms to the standard of medical fitness required they 
may pass the candidate “fit subject to the Glycosuria being 
non-diabetic” and the Board will refer the case to a speci- 
fied specialist in Medicine who has hospital and laboratory 
facilities at his disposal. The Medical Specialist will carry 
out whatever examinations, clinical and laboratory, he 
considers necessary including a standard blood sugar 
tolerance test and will submit his opinion to the Medical 
Board upon which the Medical Board will base its final 
opinion “fit” or “unfit”. The candidate will not be requir- 
ed to appear in person before the Board on the second 
occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it may be 
necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital, 
under strict supervision. 

9, The following additional points should be observed: — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good 
and that there is no sign of disease of the ear, 
In case it is defective the candidate should be got 
examined by the ear special’ st. Provided that if 
the defect in hearing is remediable by operation 
or by use of a hearing aid, a candidate cannot ba 
declared unfit on that account provided he Ashe 
has no progressive disease in the ear. This provi- 
sion is not applicable in the case of Defence Ser- 
vices; 

(b) that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c> that his/her teeth are in good order and that he/ 
she is provided wdth dentures where necessary 
for effective mastication (well filled teeth will be 
considered as sound); 

(d> that the chest is well formed and his chest ex- 
pansion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs 
are sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured, 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose veins or piles; 
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(h) that his limbs; hands and feet are well formed (a) Candidate’s statement and declaration. 


and developed and that there is free and perfect 
motion of all his joints; 

('-> that he does not suffer from any inverterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or de- 
fect; 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable d'sease. 

10, Radiographic examination of the chest should be 
done as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnorma- 
lity of the heart and lungs, which mav not be apparent 
by ordinary physical examination, 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certi- 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient 
performance of the duties which will be required of the 
candidate. 

Note— Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appoint- 
ed to determine their fitness for the above services. If. 
however, Government are satisfied on the evidence pro- 
duced before them of the possibility of an error of judg- 
ment in the decision of the first Board, it is open to Gov- 
ernment to allow an appeal to a second Board. Such evi- 
dence should be submitted within one month of the date 
of the communication in which the dec ; sion of the first 
Medical Board is communicated to the candidate, other- 
wise no request for an appeal to a second Med'cal Board 
will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate 
as a piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of 
judgment in the decision of the first Board, the certifi- 
cate will not be taken into cons 1 deration unless it con- 
tains a note by the medical practitioner concerned to the 
effect that it has been given in full knowledge of the fact 
that the candidate has already been rejected as unfit for 
service by the Medical Board. 

Medical Board's Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of 
the Medical Examiner; — 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if 
any, of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to 
the Public Service who shall not satisfy Govern- 
ment. or the appointing authority, as the case may 
be, that he has no disease, constitutional affection, 
or hodilv infirmity unfitting him, or likely to un- 
fit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves the future as well as the present and 
that one of the main objects of medical examina- 
tion is to secure continuous effective service, and 
m the case of candidates for permanent appoint- 
ment to prevent early pension or payments in case 
of premature death. It is at the same time to be 
noted that the question is one of the likelihood 
of continuous effective service, and that rejection 
of a candidate need not be advised on account of 
the presence of a defect which in onlv a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with 
continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the 
Medical Board whenever a woman candidate is 
to be examined. 

The report of the medical board should be treated as 
confidential and in no case should the candidate 
declared unfit be informed of the cause of rejec- 
tion. 

In cases where a Medical Board consider that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Govern- 
ment service can be cured by treatment (medical 
or surgical) a statement to that effect should be 
recorded by the Medical Board. There is no objec- 
tion to a candidate being informed of the Board's 
opinion to th's effect by the appointing authority 
and when a cure has been effected it will be open 
to the authority concerned to ask for another 
Medical Board.
